95th Congress 
Starting Today 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The start 


of the 95th Congress is set for 2 p.m. 
and as soon as it gets under way the 
work of organizing committees in the 
House and making new assignments to 
on-going committees in the Senate will 
begin. 


The lawmakers are ready to tackle 


pressing issues such as President-elect 
Jimmy Carter's proposals for re- 
organizing the government and are 
awaiting President Ford's final 
budget, covering proposed fiscal 1977 
spending.

Supermarkets Urge 
Boycott of 
Coffee 


Supermarkets around the country 


are offering an alternative to heavily 
increased coffee prices — switch to 
tea, cocoa, fruit juice, or anything 
but coffee. Most arc offering 
coupons to help buy that something 
else. 


Two more market chains, Liberal 


Markets, Inc., of Dayton, Ohio and 
Shopwell, Inc., of New York, joined 
the cry Monday for a massive 
boycott of the national beverage as 
the retail price — fevered by a 1975 
freezeout of most of Brazil's coffee 
crop — nudged $3 a pound.

Panamanian Tanker 
Missing at Sea 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotin (UP1) - A 


Panamanian tanker, the Grand Ze- 
nith, bound from Europe to the United 
States has been missing for six days in 
the Atlantic Ocean. It was last re- 
ported Thursday about 50 miles south 
of Cape Sable, on the southernmost tip 
of Nova Scotia. 


Canadian and American officials 


have assembled all available aircraft 
and used computer-drawn maps, to 
hunt for the ship, carrying 8.2 million 
gallons of heavy oil aboard. They said 
no distress signal has been received 
from the ship and there was no ex- 
planation why it was missing. 


Israeli Minister 
Kills Himself 


TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) — One of 


Premier Yitzhak Rabin's closest 
confidants shot himself to death in 
his car along a deserted beach Mon- 
day in the face of a widespread 
corruption scandal that has shaken 
Israel's dominant Labor party. 


Political sources said the suicide 


of Housing Minister Avraham Ofer 
is likely to hamper Rabin's chances 
to stay in power after resigning two 
weeks ago on the collapse of his 
coalition government. President 
Ephraim Katzir summoned Rabin 
Monday to ask him to form a 
caretaker government, but called off 
the meeting when news of the sui- 
cide reached him.

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Wary of Deposit 
Certificates

KINGSTON — At least one area bunk 


lias slopped offering certificates of de- 
posit and otlisrs are cither reducing ot 
reviewing their CD interest rates because 
their own reinvestment markets are in fl 
downward trend. 


The 
lightening of the bell on 


certificates of deposit— higher-interest 
time accounts first offered to the average 
saver in the late 19u'0's— has caught a 
number of those small investors by sur- 
prise. 


Ulster Savings told its several thousand 


CD customers last week that it won't be 
issuing new certificate or rewriting old 
ones in the immediate future, a move that 
Senior Vice President Colleen R. 
Crespino said was "dictated by prudent 
management." 


The decision won't affect current notes, 


some as high as 7'/t per cent on $1,000 or 
more over seven years, which will be paid 
at the agreed.rate on maturity. 


Several other area bunks have reduced 


interest rates on new certificates of de- 
posits in the past four months, and the 
rales generally are under review at all 
banks. 


Lowering of CD rates is a natural 


consequent of a general downward trend 
in all money markets and a sluggishness 
in normal reinvestment markets such as 
mortgage loans on housing, a spokesman 
for the New York Banking Department 
said. 


Louis F. Kolano, administrative assis- 


tant at Rondout Savings Bank, put the 
banker's reinvestment problem another 
way: "Who do you know who's building 
a house these days?" 


The downward trend in CD rates came 


as no surprise to non-average savers — 
area municipalities, school districts and 
other groups who found certificates of 
deposit a relatively easy way to invest 
short-term surpluses while .keeping trie 
money from going out of town. 


."We haven't used CD's for the past 


three or four months," said a Financial 
spokesman for Kingston Consolidated 
School District, which frequently carries 
$1 million or more in short-term invest- 
ments at various points in its fiscal year. 


Francis H. Law, Kingston city treas- 


urer, was concerned about the effect of 
lower CD rates, inasmuch as they are an 
•indicator of the general money market. 


While the city has alternate investment 


channels, lower returns on certificates of 
deposit means that the general market is 


down and, chances are, the other chan- 
nels also will be affected, Law said. 


"It all follows. The whole money market 


fluctuates like the tides," he said. 


The last time Law used CD's was in 


October, when the certificates were being 
written for municipalities at 5.8 per cent 
on short-term notes of 30, 60 or 90 days. 


For stock-owned commercial banks, 


state regulations currently limit retail 
interest rates to a 5'/2 to 6'/i per cent 
range on certificates of deposit without a 
minimum for terms of 90 days to 30 
months and up. Rates can go to 7 V< to 7 '/z 
per cent on minimum $1,000 deposits for 
a minimum term of four or six years. The 
highest rate permissible for commercial 
banks to offer is 7% per cent on $100,000 
or more. 


For mutual savings banks, banks like 


Ulster Savings that are owned by the 
depositor*, federal regulations permit in- 
terest offerings about W per cent higher 
in each category. 


Interest rates were a more conservative 


5 
3/< and 6 per cent on one- and two-year 
terms when certificates of deposit first hit 
the retail banking market seven years 
ago. 


As the idea caught on with flip average 


consumer-in-the-street— now able to be 
an "investor" instead of a "saver"— and 
as the economy inflated, banks began 
seeking the guaranteed deposits with 
merchandise specials and eventually 
higher rates. 


Mrs. Credpino said Ulster Savings now 


has "approached its depositor growth 
limit, and prudent management dictates

Nelson was warming his car up to make 
a bonk deposit of the evening's receipts, 
was allegedly curried mil by Ronald Lee 
Burris. 2:.i, of I-12 O'N'eil St., Kingston, 
whose brother, John Allen Burris, 18, of 
the same address '.vailed in a nearby 
car.Th'j two men were arrested and 
charged with robbery in the first degree 
and grand larceny, third degree. 


.Arrested on the same charges was Mark 


Turck, 17, of Stony Run, Kingston, an' 
employe of McDonald's v/lio allegedly 
helped plan the cupi-r and who detained 


Nelson long enough for the holdup. 


Melvin Williams, 37, of 148 O'Neil St., 


WHS also charged with conspiracy in the 
second degree and petit larceny, in help- 
ing plan the holdup, in which a pellet gun 
that closely resembled a .45 calibre auto- 
matic was used. 


Ronald Burris is alleged to have taken 


$420 of the stolen money, John Burris 
received about $295; Turck took $290 and 
Williams, $100. 


Chief Classman said $1,094.69 was 


taken in the holdup. 


Nelson was charged with two counts of 


making a punishable false statement and 
was paroled in his own recognizance, 
pending an appearance in Kingston City 
Court Thursday. 


Williams appeared before City Judge 


David H. Greenwald and was released in 
his own recognizance.

It's Whisett vs Catalinotto

KINGSTON -- What may be the first 


all-out public batik1 for the. leadership of 
the county OOP is quickly coming to a 
head. 


In a surprise action, supporters of the 


announced candidate for county chair- 
man, Kenneth Whispcii, have managed 
to move up the duts of the lull committee 
vote to this Friday at 8 p.m. in the George 
Washington School, Kingston. 


On Monday the only other candidate in 


the race, Saugerties attorney Michael 
Catalinotto "formally' announced that 
he was seeking the position. His sup- 
porters have been making telephone colls 
and actively campaigning in his behalf 
since mid-November, when long-time 
Chairman Albert Spada first voiced hints 
of stepping down. 


Catalinotto staled that his brand of 


political leadership would no longer be 
"based soiely on popularity of the hand 
shaking, buck slapping variety," but 
would include ''greater input from" com- 
mitteeinen and more co-operation with 
the press. 


The meeting date was set by acting 


Michael 'CatalinoUo' 


Kenneth Whispell 


Chairman Edwin Callahan who flatly 
denies an implication made by Catalinot- 
to that the move was made to take full 
advantage of Whispell's current hairline 
lead in committee member votes. 


Callahan, from the town of ulster, is 


supporting Whispell. 


The acting chairman said this morning 


that his decision was based on a feeling 
that "the Republican party needs unity 
now, more than ever, and I thought the 
sooner we get this thing settled, the better 
off we'd be." 


Callahan also added that there was 


some personal motivation to holding the 
vote this early. 


"I've been vice chairman for 14 years 


and I often thought I'd like to be 
chairman...but after a few weeks, I find 
I don't care for it much and I'll be more 
than happy when one of those two gen- 
tlemen take it over." 


Whispell, who is touting himself as a 


"grass roots" candidate without the back- 
ing of the party's old guard, has garnered 
some support from the town of Ulster, his 
home town of Kingston and a section of

No-fault College Library Goes 
Back to The Books in January 


STONE RIDGE— The Community 


College's Macdonald DeWitt library is 
moving back to its newly-reinforced. 
building, after spending a year in 
cramped, temporary quarters because 
serious structural faults were found in 
the 8-year-old brick structure. 


The 
UCCC library was ordered 


closed in November 1975 after, faults 
were discovered which caused whole- 
sale leaking through the roof and the 
eventual loss of some $5,100 in library 
periodicals. 


A law suit is still pending against the 


original architect of the library and of 
three other campus buildings, 
Augustus R. Schrowang and 
As- 


sociaties of Kingston. Neither Assis- 
tant County Attorney Francis Murray, 
who is handling the case, nor legislator. 
Stephen Hyatt (R-Dist.5), chairman'of 
the Community College Committee, 
would comment on the specifics of the 


case for fear of jeopardizing the even- 
tual decision, or "tipping our hand." 


So far only preliminary papers have 


been filed on the matter—! and that 
was a year ago. Murray says, however, 
that the case is still very much alive. 


Four two-story brick outside -sup- 


ports, a number of inside supports and 
an entirely new roof had to be added 
to the building at a cost of .over 
$160,000, authorized last year by the 
legislature in serial bonds and notes. 


The renovations were supervised by 


city architect Albert E. Milliken, who 
designed the other three campus build- 
ings and Troy engineer George Drost, 
a nationally respected consultant in 
the area of correcting structural build- 
ing defects. 


Gordon Kidd, director of library 


services at Stone Ridge is now looking 
to Jan. 28, the opening of spring 


semester, as a target for completing 
the massive book move. 


Kidd and his nine full-time library 


staff members, all women, had or- 
ganized and transferred the 
institution's 51,000-volume collection 
to its temporary quarters in the Algon- 
quin building, just about a year ago. 


"There are several 'ifs'. involved in 


setting Jan. 28 as the day we re-open. 
Hopefully the carpeting will be in- 
stalled by then, there won't be a 
breakdown in the mechanical booklift 
that moves our books up to the 
mezzanine level, and it.won't snow." 


Kidd said that the staff, with the 


help of some work-study students and 
campus employes, made the choice to 
move the entire collection themselves, 
rather than have outside professionals 
do it.

Markets to Consumer:'Drink Something Else' 
Boycott Grows as Java Jigs Up

Java-addicted Americans may find the 


supermarket solution to the climbing cost 
of coffee harder to swallow than a 35-cent 
cup, but the markets, in growing num- 
bers, are telling consumers to drink some- 
thing else. 


Two more market chains joined the cry 


Monday for a boycott of the national 
beverage as the retail price of coffee — 
fevered by a 1975 freezeout of most of 
Brazil's coffee crop — nudged $3 a pound. 


Liberal Markets, Inc., of Dayton, Ohio, 


distributed 300,000 flyers through the 
firm's 40 supermarkets urging customers 
to switch to tea, cocoa, fruit juice — 
"anything but coffee." 


"We will continue to sell coffee at the 


lowest possible price, but we would like 
you to help us bring the price down by 
refusing to buy it," the flyers said. 


In New York, Shopwell, Inc., operator 


of 85 Daitch Shopwell stores, launched a 
newspaper advertising campaign quoting 
its president, Martin Rosengarten, saying 
"coffee prices are ridiculous." 


To promote the swap of coffee for 


cheaper beverages, Shopwell offered a 20- 


cent off coupon toward purchase of any 
size package of tea, cocoa or hot choco- 
late. Abraham Laker, vice president of 
the firm, said the company also raised its 
cafeteria price for coffee from 1Q cents to 
20 cents a cup, while cutting tea from 10 
cents to a nickel in a bid to rally employes 
to the boycott. 


Across the counter, coffee prices inched 


upward from 25 cents a cup in most areas 
to 30 and even to 35 cents, and several 
restauranteurs indicated growing disaf- 
fection with the traditional free refill. 


"There's talk of discontinuing the refill, 


but it depends on what the competition 
does," said Dorothy Sheehan, co-owner of 
the Mug 'N Muffin in Boston, where the 
average price now is 30 cents a cup. 


Even as the call went out for Americans' 


to kick the coffee habit, General Foods, 
the nation's largest coffee wholesaler, 
hiked ground coffee prices to $2.91 per 
pound. On Dec. 22, Folger Coffee Co., 
second largest processor, drove the price 
to a record high of $3.08. 


The full impact of the wholesale clout 


had not reached the retail market by 


Monday. A check of markets across the 
nation revealed prices per pound ranging 
from a high of $2.69 in Dallas to a 
"special" low of $1.39 at Dominicks of 
Chicago. Coffee cost an much as $2.80 
elsewhere in Chicago, it ranged from 
$2.40 to $2.80 in Los -Angeles and cost 
$2.45 in some New York City markets. 


The first thrust for a boycott against 


rising prices was made in the last week of 
December by Elinor Gugginheimer, con- 
sumer affairs commissioner of New York 
City. She urged shoppers to cut their 
coffee consumption by 50 per cent. 


"We fully respect Mrs. Gugginheimer's 


effort) to bring down the price of coffee," 
said a spokesman for General Foods. 
"We'd 
like to see prices come down 


ourselves, but we believe the forces of the 
free market are the way to bring this . 
about rather than through a boycott." 


Most consumers appeared to agree. A 


UPI survey Monday of supermarkets 
around the country revealed little decline 
in coffee sales, although some reported 
customers turning to smaller sized con- 
tainers.

Saugerties Moving on Delinquent Accounts 
Back Taxes Case Settled

SAUGERTIES - In the first major 


move to collect about $40,000 in back 
taxes from Saugerties property owners, 
the village board Monday night author- 
ized attorney William Brinnier to settle 
the delinquent tax account of William 
and Patricia Schaffer in the amount of 
$3,800. 


The Schaffers owe $4,746.21 in taxes 


from 1966 to 1974 on their Main Street 
residence.. Of that amount, about $1,900 
includes interest and added costs. Brin- 
nier advised the board to settle the 
account in the lesser sum, even though 
the village would not gain all of the 
interest and costs. 


He called the settlement "legal and 


justifiable," and said that by negotiating 
now, payment would be received prompt- 
ly. Accepting the offer, he said, would be 
preferable to the lengthy process of ob- 
taining a judgment and moving toward 
foreclosure. 


Trustees Charles Steele and George 


Turner voiced some concern that the 
board would be setting a bad precedent 
in negotiating a settlement for less than 
the actual amount due. However, Brin- 
nier maintained such a move was "a 
unique settlement" that established no 
precedent since the money would be paid 
almost immediately. 


Many other delinquent taxpayers, he 


said, are not in a financial position to pay 
large sums promptly. When Trustee Rob- 
ert Lehmann pointed out that the village 
itself had allowed some taxes to ac- 
cumulate for periods as long as 10 years 
without pressing strongly for collection, 
Steele and Turner joined the rest of the 
board in a unanimous vote to settle the 
Schaffer account. 


Brinnier will continue proceedings to 


clear up a number of other delinquent tax 
cases, among them the inoperative Can- 
tine Paper Mill and the Penn Central 
Railroad, both of whom owe major 
amounts. 


The town attorney also reported receipt 


of the appraiser's report in connection' 
with' the lawsuit brought 'against the 
village the Empire Supermarket. The 
market's owners have claimed the assess- 
ment on the property is too 'high, and 
Brinnier feels the appraiser's report will 
pave the way toward a settlement in the 
matter. 


Brinnier also advised the board that if 


the $800 in costs projected for adminis- 
tering the Fire Prevention Code — which 
goes into effect in the village this year — 
is included in the budget for next year, 
the board need not include a special 
referendum on the code at the next 
general election. 


In other business at last night's meet- 


ing, the board: 


•Announced that plans were proceeding 


on an application for a $300,000 HEW 
grant for storm sewers to alleviate flood- 
ing of basements on Elm, Market, and 
other adjacent streets. The project, if 
approved, would be 100 per cent federally 
funded and construction would begin in 
September of this year. 


•Said a committee of board members 


and firemen would meet soon to clarify 
the institution of the Fire Prevention 
Code. 


•Noted that continuous supervision by 


an adult is now required by all groups 
using the municipal auditorium, and that 
a complete schedule of all authorized 
users will be posted by next week. All 
group supervisors will be required to sign 
a statement of responsibility and will be 
held responsible for damages to the gym- 
nasium. 


•Announced that the State Department 


of Transportation will spend $106,920 to 
repair Hill Street, with completion ex- 
pected by mid-July. 


•Appointed trustees John Carnright, 


Lehmann and Turner as a committee to 
discuss possible use and purchase of 28 
acres adjacent to the village landfill. 


•Agreed to review bids for repair work 


to the library roof. 


•Noted that, to date, the village has 


spent about $141,000 on its new waste 
waters facility project, and will spend 
more than $3 million more before its 
completion, 87 per cent of which is reim- 
bursable. 


Ford Proposes Large Tax Cut 


WASHINGTON (UP1) — President 


Ford today recommended a S10 billion 
tax cut for individuals and n S2.5 
billion cut for business in 1978, but 
also proposed a substantial increase in 
the Social Security payroll tax.

providing offsetting tax cuts while 
continuing to restrain the rate of 
growth of federal spending."

Farm Cost 
Survey 
Obsolete 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


Prices on clothing and'other 
living expenses now cost the 
farmer's daughter about the 
same 
as her city-dwelling 


friends, so the Agriculture De- 
partment has decided to rely 
on the Consumer Price Index 
and end its separate survey. 


The decision takes effect this 


month and does away with a 
practice begun in the late 
1930's. 


"Thirty years ago the theory 


was that farm living costs were 
sharply different from those in 
cities. Now, when we ask 
someone how much he charged 
farmers for sofas, he tells us he 
can't tell which of his cus- 
tomers are 
farmers," 
said 


Bruce Graham, deputy admin- 
istrator of the Agriculture De- 
partment statistical service. 


In an interview Monday, 


Graham noted that farmers of 
a generation or two ago raised 
much of their own meat, milk 
and vegetables. Today, most 
commercial 
family farmers 


buy their 
food 
in super- 


ma'rkets, paying the same 
prices as most other con- 
sumers. 


The old index was combined 


with another survey esti- 
mating production expenses 
like the cost of tractors, fuel, 
feed and fertilizer to measure 
trends in farm costs and the 
parity ratios comparing 
farmers' expenses with the 
prices they get for their crops. 


But beginning with the regu- 


lar January, 1977 monthly 
farm price-and-cost report due 
late this month, officials will 
use the Consumer Price Index 
estimates on the cost of living 
produced for many years by 
the Labor Department. 


Graham said the Agriculture 


Department will make a "fair- 
ly minor" saving of under 
$100,000 annually by eliminat- 
ing its separate family living 
cost surveys. The money will 
be used to help improve the 
accuracy of surveys measuring 
farm production expenses 
which account for a much 
greater proportion of total 
farm spending than in the 
past, he said. 


As a historic footnote, the 


final separate survey on farm 
living costs, published Dec. 30, 
showed farm women paid 
SI.29 a pair for panty hose on 
Nov. 15 compared with $1.23 a 
year earlier.

The story of Woodstock's Charlotte Strassberg and her un- 


licensed bluejay inspires feelings similar to the awe we felt in 
elementary school, listening to the teacher describe the geological 
history of the Grand Canyon. We heard then how the little 
Colorado River, flowing across the American southwest, ate away 
the great canyon a particle at a time, leaving after many eons 
the majestic pit we see today. 


• When a woman who lives in the country needs state and federal 
licenses to tend a disabled bluejay in a cage, we know that 
bureaucracy and its tributaries of paperwork have finally pene- 
trated every crevice and stratum of ordinary life. Not a hair may 
fall (or a feather flutter) without the approving, recording and 
sealing of the event by a crew of public "servants" laboring away 
in distant offices. 


It is not so much the power of this bureaucracy as its 


pervasiveness that astounds, frustrates and erodes life's pleasures. 
It's intentions undoubtedly are the best, but at a certain point 
the evil it creates becomes far worse than the evil it controls. 


Above all, this horde of regulators, inspectors, clerks,

We have set a 
considerable part of the employable population to work at 
interfering with the lives, health, happiness and employment of 
the rest. 


Gradually it is wearing us away. History, sadly, suggests that 


a county in which this sort of erosion is well advanced has little 
hope of reversing it. But letting Mrs. Strassberg's bluejay off the 
hook would be a nice place to start.

Can Carter Make A Dent 
In America's Arms Sales? 


By JIM ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Gov- 


ernment officials who supervise 
America's arms trade with the 
world wish Jimmy Carter luck. But 
they don't think he — nor anyone 
— can halt the growth in sales of 
armaments abroad. 


In 1970, U.S. arms sales to other 


countries totaled about $2 billion. 
In 1976 the figure was $9.4 billion. 
In 1977 the total will be about $9.5 
billion. 


"Nobody wants to see an arms 


race, but the trend is up and it looks 
like it will stay that way," said one 
U.S. official. 


He cited several factors: 
— The worldwide recession is 


coming to an end. "Most countries 
have more money to spend on eve- 
'rything, including garter belts and 
food. However, the first concern of 
almost every country we talk to is 
their own security, and that means 
they want to buy up-todate weap- 
ons before they buy the other 
things." 


— The United States once gave 


away arms to friendly nations, some 
$6 to $9 billion annually under the 
military assistance program. Con- 
gress has almost eliminated that 
program — except for $500 million 
to Israel — and the only way friend- 
ly nations can get up-to-date Amer- 
ican arms is to buy them. 


— As the former colonial powers, 


such as Britain and Portugal, 
pulled back from their former 
spheres of influence in the Persian 
Gulf and Africa, the new nations 
have to see to their own security. 
That usually means buying weap- 
ons. 


— Weapons have grown more 


sophisticated, and geometrically 
expensive. One arms expert points 
to the recent sale of 660 Fl6s to Iran 
for a total of $3.6 billion. "Fifteen 


years ago, the Shah could have 
bought 250 F84s for about one-tenth 
that money. The volume of weap- 
ons may actually be dropping, but 
the price is going to continue to go 
up and up." 


One official said the arms race is 


caught up in an apparently ir- 
reversible spiral. "When Country A 
gets a new airplane, its neighbors 
feel that they have to have an 
equivalent, for their own protec- 
tion. A sale to one country produces 
a chain effect." 


The official continued, "talking 


about arms sales is only talking 
about a symptom of something else, 
international tension. If you really 
want to cut arms sales, you have to 
do something about the underlying 
cause, which is tension between the 
various countries. As long as you 
have these tensions, you are going 
to have arms sales." 


U.S. officials who deal with for- 


eign requests for arms sales say that 
suggestions on cutting back arms 
sales are frequently met with in- 
dignation from the countries mak- 
ing the request. What is seen to be 
high, moral purpose on the part of 
the United States is seen by those 
other countries as a form of aban- 
donment, according to one official. 


The result, he said, is usually that 


they buy the arms from somebody 
else — Britain, France or the Soviet 
Union. 


Perhaps, he suggested, the only 


way to cut the spiral would be for 
all the arms exporting nation* to- 
gether to impose self-restraints on 
military sales. 


"I don't think it would work, 


though," he added gloomily. 


"Even Sweden which claims to be 


neutral and pacifist is in there 
competing against us when it comes 
to selling warplanei," 
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Why Theodore Sorensen? 


WASHINGTON — Greg Schneiders, 


President-elect Carter's personal aide and 
prospective appointments secretary, was 
cut off in mid-sentence by Carter when he 
tried to argue against appointing Theo- 
dore C. Sorensen as CIA director — 
emphasizing the peculiarly personal na- 
ture of Carter's most puzzling nomi- 
nation. 


Even more than Griffin Bell for At- 


torney General, the Sorensen appoint- 
ment was the President-elect's personal 
choice without consulting his huge transi- 
tion staff. But whereas Bell derived from 
an understandable desire for a trusted 
friend at the Justice Department, Carter 
staffers have been asking: why Sorensen? 


Lacking qualifications associated with 


the nation's intelligence chief, Sorensen is 
known as a distinct liberal domestically 
and an indistinct soft-liner international- 
ly. So, it is widely assumed he was chosen 
to dismantle or at least downgrade the 
Central Intelligence Agency. In truth, 
however, insiders say Carter is far more 
worried about the agency's morale than 
its past excesses. 


Thus, besides demonstrating Carter's 


accustomed independence from aides and 
unaccustomed loyalty to an early sup- 
porter, Sorensen's appointment reflects 
the new President's occasional trouble in 
matching action with goals. Assuming 
Carter truly wants to rehabilitate the 
CIA, 
his marriage of this with his de- 


termination to put Ted Sorensen in the 
cabinet flashed the wrong signals to the 
beleaguered agency and the outside 
world. 


"I think Sorensen got CIA because he 


asked for it," one Carter insider told us. 
That explanation, though simplistic, con- 
tains a large element of truth. Carter not 
only appreciates Sorensen's early support 
for President back in 1975, but admires 
his incisive style. When Sorensen listed 
Attorney General and CIA director as his 
first two job preferences, Carter gave him 
his second choice. 


Word that Sorensen was high on the 


CIA list produced an overwhelmingly 
unfavorable reaction, including grumbl- 
ing from Carter's staff. Kenneth 
O'Donnell, Sorensen's White House col- 
league on the New Frontier, privately 
informed the Carter camp of his objec- 
tions. Many Carter staffers questioned 
Sorensen's suitability because of his role 
in the alleged Chappaquiddick coverup. 
Greg Schneiders was not the only senior 
aide whose objections were silenced by 
the President-elect. 


Carter did defend the appointment to 


some liberals in vague terms that only 
compounded the misleading signals. By 
mentioning Sorensen's reputation as a 
civil libertarian and his.experience ob- 
serving CIA's Bay of Pigs fiasco in 1961, 


Carter implied he was appointing a 
scourge for the CIA. This was tied to the 
constant presence at, Carter's side since 
the election of Vice President-elect 
Walter Mondale, a leading CIA-baiter in 
the Senate. "I'll bet Fritz has been regal- 
ing Jimmy with all kinds of CIA horror 
stories," a Carter aide told us. 


Accordingly, Sorensen's selection has 


satisfied mainly CIA-haters who incor- 
rectly perceive the agency as a "rogue 
elephant" running out of presidential 
control. Indeed, post-appointment re- 
marks by Sorensen prompted a fellow 
Carter cabinet member to speculate 
whether a vital arm of U.S. national 
security might be crippled in a misguided 
effort to purify it. 


But Sorensen vigorously denies this. He 


told us, "I would not say" the CIA is out 
of control, and speculated that the 
agency's excesses "are now behind us." 
Moreover, Carter is described by key 
assistants as totally rejecting the "rogue 
elephant" theory. 


One confidant told us Carter's concern 


over CIA morale after years of unremit- 
ting attack against it was one reason he 
asked for post-election foreign policy 
briefings from the CIA rather than the

State Department. When outgoing CIA 
director George Bush informed Carter 
this choice had cheered the agency's 
personnel, Carter was delighted he had 
boosted morale a little. 


That makes the Sorensen choice all the 


more perplexing. The immediate reaction 
by career CIA officials was disbelief, 
followed by gloom. Hoping for an expert 
manager, they fear they now have an 
inquisitor-in-residence. High-ranking of- 
ficials, preoccupied with cooperating with 
endless investigations of past abuses, see 
more of the same ahead. 


Based on what Sorensen and Carter 


say, those fears seem unfounded. Never- 
theless, by force of his intellect, Sorensen 
must perform a mission wholly foreign to 
his* experience: manage and inspire this 
immense, troubled enterprise. 


Ted Sorensen's early support could 


have been rewarded and his talents util- 
ized in a more suitable position. His 
selection for the CIA without prior coun- 
sel or later explanation suggests arbi- 
trariness and irrationality less consonant 
with 
President-elect 
Carter's public 


promises than with the dreary White 
House record of recent years.

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Secret Service Is on The Job 


WASHINGTON- Secretary of State 


Henry Kissinger lives just around the 
corner from me, in a stately federal period 
townhouse distinguished by the per- 
manent presence of two men in trench 
coats standing on its small stoop. 


There is no place for the Secret Service 


men to hide, regardless of the weather, so 
they just stand there patiently, ignoring 
the comments of passersby. A car harbor- 
ing additional agents is also parked at the 
curb when Kissinger is at home. 


For the final two weeks of the presiden- 


tial campaign, there were almost more 
Secret Service agents in my neighborhood 
than residents. Two men in trench coats 
also stood in front of Eugene McCarthy's 
house, which is a half-block away in the 
opposite direction from Kissinger's 
abode. 


McCarthy was given protection during 


that brief period because the con- 
gressional committee in charge of de- 
termining which presidential candidates 
should be guarded suddenly decided his 
role might be pivotal in some key states 
and therefore elevated him to the status 
of a serious contender. 


This is not to complain about being 


overridden by Secret Service agents. Ac- 
tually it has its benefits. It definitely 
tends to keep down crime in the neighbor- 
hood. 


The role of the Secret Service has 


expanded dramatically in recent yean. 
Prior to the assassination of President 
John Kennedy, the agency protected only 


incumbent presidents and their im- 
mediate families, and former presidents 
for a period of six months after their 
leaving office. 


Now the Secret Service guards 19 peo- 


ple on a permanent basis. In addition to 
President Ford and his family, the list 
includes Kissinger, Secretary of Treasury 
William Simon, three presidential 
widows (until they remarry, which has 
eliminated Jacqueline Kennedy from the 
roster), the vice president and his family, 
and Richard Nixon. All former presidents 
now have the protection for their lifetime. 


During presidential cr.mpaign yean, 


the list escalates to include all major 
presidential 'candidates. That practice 
was started after the murder of Sen. 
Robert Kennedy during the 1968 cam- 
paign. 


This year, protection was extended to 


presidential candidates who qualified as 
serious contenders under a formula most- 
ly based on whether they merited federal 


' matching funds. Thirteen candidates ac- 
cepted Secret Service protection during 
the primaries, including McCarthy; two 
others, former North Carolina Gov. Terry 
Sanford and California Gov. Jerry Brown, 
qualified but declined. 


There were to many presidential can- 


didates in the primaries that all 1,650 
Secret Service agent* were involved at 
one time or another, agency spokesmen 
say. 


In addition, wives of presidential and 


vice-presidential nomiiMM wen pro- 


tected for the first time this year under 
a new law passed at the urging of Jimmy 
Carter, who pointed out that his wife 
campaigned alone a great deal of the 
time, not simply at his side as wives used 
to do. 


The agency also protects major visiting 


foreign dignitaries, a chore which used to 
be handled by the State Department. On 
any given day, it could be protecting as 
many as 30 people. 


The Secret Service budget this year was 


roughly $100 million. Officials will not 
disclose how much money went for which 
individual's safety. Five million had been 
earmarked 
for the presidential can- 


didates, but the final bill is expected to 
be much higher because the agency 
originally underestimated the length of 
the campaign and the glut of candidates. 


Secret Service agents are easy to spot; 


they all have a sturdy, well-scrubbed look 
and no conspicuously distinguishable fea- 
tures so they can blend handily into a 
crowd. They never speak to reporters, 
except to bark orden to get away from 
candidates. 


It must be a boring life, all that stand- 


ing around doing nothing but looking. 
But it'i an important job. The Secret 
Service's success the past year it meas- 
ured by what didn't happen - no presiden- 
tial candidate wai injured by an attacker, 
although there were two unsuccessful 
attempt* to kill President Ford. With all 
the violence in lociety today, that $100 
million was public money well spent.

Big Firms 
Dodge 
The IRS 


WASHINGTON - The In- 


ternal Revenue Service is secretly 
investigating 50 of the nation's 
largest corporations for tax 
evasion. But many more com- 
panies, according to IRS sources, 
have escaped paying their fair 
share of taxes. 


IRS Commissioner Donald Alex- 


ander told us that his agency was 
looking into serious 
criminal 


charges against 50 major corpo- 
rations. Among them, we have 
learned, are such giant firms as 
General Tire and Rubber, Gulf 
Oil, McDonnell Douglas, Phillips 
Petroleum, Revlon, Schlitz Brew- 
ing and the 3M Company. 


Evidence of fraudulent ac- 


tivities by these corporations was 
uncovered, Alexander said,1 by his 
"large case audit program." Un- 
der this program, the IRS auto- 
matically audits the nation's 
1,200 corporations which have as- 
sets of more than $250 million 
each. 


Our IRS sources contend, how- 


ever, that the tax agency should 
be catching e\en more corporate 
tax evaders. One source estimated 
there could be 200, maybe more, 
additional corporations filing 
phony tax returns. 


In fact, the IRS auditors may not 


deserve all the credit for catching the 50 
corporations under investigation. In one 
case involving the Fruehauf Trailer Com- 
pany, according to Rep. Charles Vanik, 
D.-Ohio, it wasn't the auditors but a 
confidential informant who supplied the 
information leading to the indictment of 
company officials on tax fraud charges. 


Vanik heads the House Ways and 


Means Oversight Subcommittee, which 


, keeps a sharp eye on the IRS. He fired off 
a private letter to Alexander, therefore, 
asking how each case of corporate fraud 
was uncovered. 


The comnissioner ignored the letter, 


which was dated September 21. So on 
December 13, Vanik followed up with 
another letter. There still has been no 
reply. We have learned that the IRS, 
meanwhile, tried to get a ruling from the 
Justice Dept., forbidding the release of 
the information that Vanik requested. 


Some of the nation's most prominent 


and prestigious corporations have re- 
sorted to shabby, if ingenious, schemes to 
evade taxes. Of course, the taxes they 
escaped paying had to be made up by the 
honest taxpayers. Here are just a few of 
the tax evasion schenes, with the names 
omitted in order not to jeopardize the 
investigation: 


— One large corporation paid $2.5 


million to a public relations firm, which 
was used solely for political lobbying 
under the direction of corporate officers. 
The corporation wrote off the money as a 
bad debt. 


— Another big firm bribed state of- 


ficials and then deducted the bribes as 
salesmen's expenses. 


— A multinational corporation de- 


ducted the expenses of a foreign sub- 
sidiary from its U.S. tax return, thereby 
illegally descreasing the amount of taxes 
it paid. 


— Still another corporation used a 


public relations outfit to distribute politi- 
cal payoffs, which would have been illegal 
if the firm had made the contributions 
directly. The company then compounded 
the offense by deducting the payments as 
business expenses. 


Alexander told us the IRS is cracking 


down on the big corporations. He has 
ordered his auditors to ask 11 questions 
of corporate executives, questions that 
are calculated to expose bribery, kick- 
backs and secret foreign bank accounts. 
If the executives give false answers, they 
would be subject to criminal prosecution. 


Yet the IRS intelligence agents con- 


fided to us that the crackdown has been 
less effective than it should be. They 
contended that Alexander is relying on 
auditors who are well intentioned but 
lack the investigatory skills of the in- 
telligence agents. 


Securities and Exchange Commission 


forms, reporting unusual payments such 
as bribes and kickbacks, are referred to 
the auditors. They have the power to 
inspect corporate books. But the corpo- 
rations isolate the auditors and prevent 
them from questioning corporate per- 
sonnel. 


The intelligence agents argued that the 


corporate books alone seldom reveal the 
tax evasion. It takes the testimony of 
witnesses to nail down the fraud, they 
told us. 


FISHY STORY: Thieves have been 


stealing fish food out of the mouths of the 
resident fish at the National Aquarium.

Of all the corn grits milled in 


the United States, 140 million 
pounds in 1975, two thirds are 
sold in the South. 


Hominy grits are ground 


hominy. The word hominy 
comes from the Algonquian 
word "tuckahummin," to 


grind corn. Today most people 
think of hominy as the dried, 
processed, then cooked whole 
kernels of white corn, and grits 
as the dry kernels There are a 
number of theories on the word 
origin of grits. It is generally 
believed, however, to be a 
dialect form of the middle 
English word, "gryttes," or the 
old English, "gryt" It is 
always treated as a plural 
form, although many South- 
erners still insist, "Grits is 
good!" 


Historically, both hominy 


and grits come by way of the 
American Indians who taught 
Colonial settlers how to sur- 
vive the long harsh winters. By 
necessity the Colonists cul- 
tivated and ate such foods as 
edible roots, melons, squashes, 
as well as the many varieties of 
corn. They also mastered the 
imaginative ways the Indians 
used corn-— with beans as suc- 
cotash ( from the Narragansett 
"msickquatash"), with flour 
for bread, and boiled whole 
hominy as a vegetable in the 
meal, in addition to grits with 
butter as a breakfast sidedish. 
In the South, grits were plen- 
tiful and so found their way 
into just about everything, in- 
cluding Anglo-Saxon puddings 
and desserts. 


The process of making grits 


is called a dry milling opera- 
tion. The dried corn kernels 
pass between rollers which 
gradually reduce the size of 
the granule The outer hull 
breaks away and the germ 
drops out, leaving the en- 
dosperm (the germ is then 
used in making corn oil). As 


reduction of the endosperm 
occurs, a classification of par- 
ticles also takes place—the 
coarsest one for grits, next for 
corn meal and then 
flour 


(some commercial uses of this 
flour are as a thickening agent 
or an ingredient in pancake 
mixes, breading mixes, as well 
as ready-to-eat breakfast 
cereals. 


Grits are produced in three 


forms: regular, quick and ins- 
tant, depending on the length 
of cooking required. Both regu- 
lar and quick enriched white 
hominy grits have specific re- 
quirements as established by 
the Standards of Identity for 
granulation size, moisture, fat 
and fiber, as well as en- 
richment (of B-vitamms and 
iron). The instant product is a 
cooked then dried food. Ins- 
tant grits are available as the 
regular flavor plus three addi- 
tions, ham bits, bacon bits and 
Cheddar 
cheese. All three $

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Committee Hedges 
On Antitrust Ruling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Major 


league baseball's blanket antitrust ex- 
emption hasn't gone down swinging yet 
but Commissioner Bowie Kuhn and the 
owners have been picked off base and 
are trapped in a congressional rundown. 


A special House Committee on Pro- 


fessional Sports approved a final report 
Monday declaring baseball's unique 
court-ordained immunity "unjustified" 
and urging that the 95th Congress con- 
sider ending it. 


The 13-member House group, with 


only one opposing vote, did not recom- • 
mend that baseball be stripped im- 
mediately of the protection it has en- 
joyed under a 1922 Supreme Court 
decision. The panel said such legislative 
action should await a further study by 
a successor committee to see if a general 
professional sports antitrust bill might 
be needed. 


Kuhn said he was "certainly pleased" 


by the delay and commented: "I firmly 
believe that in the next Congress we will 
be able to persuade the committee 
through further evidence that baseball's 
present status is merited and should be 
continued." 


But there was more stick than carrot 


for baseball in the committee's report. 


Of baseball's, status, the group headed 


by- Rep. B. F. Sisk,' D-Calif., said: 
"Based upon the information available 
to it. the committee has concluded that 
adequate justification does not exist for 
baseball's special exemption from the 
antitrust laws and that its exemption 
should be removed in the context of 
overall sports antitrust reform." 


The committee also noted that while 


baseball's immunity had existed for 
more than half a century, "not so well 
known is the Supreme Court's misread- 
ing of congressional intentions in this 
area and the manner in which baseball 
took advantage of the situation as well 
as the intricacies of the diverse legal 
and administrative forums of our feder- 


al system to fashion for itself a unique, 
envied and unassailable position in the 
business world." 


The successor committee in the next 


Congress, which has the backing of the 
leadership, would try to obtain hard 
economic figures from baseball and the 
other three sports and study recent 
labor and court decisions affecting 
players as the basis for possible overall 
antitrust legislation. 


"Up till now, the committee has not 


been given necessary economic informa- 
tion by any of the four sports," Sisk said 
as the committee voted to submit its 
findings. 


Rep. Frank Morton of New York, 


senior Republican on the group, said "1 
hope we can look at the entire sports 
antitrust situation in more depth." He 
observed that the reconstituted panel 
could 
recommend 
something 


"diametrically opposed" to that 
adopted Monday. 


But Rep. Gillis Long. D-La., said "I'd 


like to take a harder line. Throughout 
our hearings, it appeared to me that 
baseball's spokesmen never made a case 
that the exemption is needed for 
baseball to survive." A committee 
source predicted that the new commit- 
tee could complete its antitrust recom- 
mendations to the House Judiciary 
Committee this session, ending 
baseball's total immunity. 


The only opposition to the antitrust 


section came from Rep. Ronald M. 
Mottl, D-Ohio, a former minor league 
pitcher who said he feared any change 
would result in higher ticket prices for 
baseball fans. 


The special committee has no legisla- 


tive authority, but a near-unanimous 
vote always carries weight with a new 
Congress and Sisk is a member of the 
influential House Rules Committee. 
Never before has a congressional com- 
mittee taken adverse action-on 
baseball's antitrust status.

1 needed an agent to tell me not to 
accept the offer."

—On trying to run his communications company, the Braves and the HawKs all 


at the same time — "I may be spreading myself a little bit thin. Maybe if they 
earn- me off to Milledgeville (site of the state mental hospital), I can watch the 
games on television." 


Mike Storcn, the veteran basketball executive Turner picked to run the Hawks, 


got into the act himself: 
"It's really fun to sit down with your new partner and learn he s been suspended 


for the good of sports." 


Turner quickly injected that Storen didn't have to worry about that happening 


with the Hawks. 


"I'm told no basketball owner has ever been suspended — before. 
Turner drew a full house for a Monday news conference called to announce thai 


he had acquired a 55 per cent interest in the Hawks. Most were there to ask about 
the fact that Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn had announced Sunday that he 
was suspending Turner for a year on charges of tampering in connection with th= 
signing of free agent Gary Matthews. 


"I don't think we should talk about baseball today, said Turner. But, before 


the news conference, he said he talked with Kuhn by telephone Monday morning 
and was to meet with the commissioner in a couple of weeks to discuss the specifics 
of the suspension. 


Kuhn, in a prepared statement from New York, said he "agreed to hold a hearin| 


during the week of Jan. 17 to establish the precise terms of his suspension. I advisee 
Mr Turner that in the meantime he could continue his normal activities with the 
Braves. The suspension will take effect on a date to be set after the hearing. Thi 
time between now and the effective date of the suspension will allow Mr. Turne 
time to prepare for a transition of duties."

Bartholomay is expected to" resume the top administrative job with Genera 
Manager Bill Lucas, highest-ranked black in baseball, taking on additional duties 


Turner said he agreed to buy majority interest in the Hawks "to keep the team 


in Atlanta Bud Seretean (former president-general manager) and Tom Cousin 
(wh had been one of the Hawks' principal owners since the team moved from St 
Louis to Atlanta in 1968) approached me about a month ago. They told me tnej 
were considering moving the Hawks out of Atlanta.

Off-the-Field News Overshadows Super Bowl 


Dorsett, Bell to Challenge NFL Draft 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 


The combatants have arrived 
and the stage is set for the 
annual hoopla known as Super 
Bowl week. 


The AFC champion Oakland 


Raiders and the NFC cham- 
pion Minnesota Vikings ar- 
rived in Southern California 
Monday night and will take to 
the field today in preparation 
for Sunday's National Foot- 
ball League title game at the 
Rose Bowl 
in nearby 


Pasadena. 


But while the Raiders and 


Vikings were enroute, the big 
news was being made by a 25- 
year-old Los Angeles attorney 
who 
has 
issued 
a direct 


challenge to the NFL power 
structure. 


Michael Trope, who rose to 


national prominence two years 
ago with his negotiations for 
University of Southern Cali- 
fornia running star Anthony 
Davis, first announced that 
Heisman Trophy winner Tony 
Dorsett of Pittsburgh' and 
Ricky Bell, the Southern Cal 
star who was runnerup in the 
Heisman balloting, were open 
to bids from the league's 28 
teams. 


Trope then announced the 


signing of another Heisman 
winner, Johnny Rodgers, the 
former Nebraska star, by the 
San Diego Chargers. Rodgers, 
a No. 1 draft pick a few years 
back, had turned down a 
Chargers offer and elected to 
play in Montreal until this 
year. 


Dorsett and Bell will directly 


challenge the NFL's opposi- 
tion to a federal judge's de- 
cision in Washington last fall 
that the NFL draft was illegal. 
The decision came after Jim 
"Yazoo" Smith, a former Ore- 
gon star, contested his being 
drafted by the Washington 
Redskins. 


"If I hadn't made the an- 


nouncement, then there would 
be a six-month limbo with 
nothing being done," said 
Trope. "Now I feel there'll be 
a' settlement within four 
weeks. I've sent wires to all 28 
teams asking for bids on the 
seniors we're representing. All 
we need now is for one club to 
sign one player and we're off 
dead center. 


"We've already heard from 


several clubs under the as- 
sumption there would be no 
draft. I just hope this may 
serve as a catalyst to get the 
Players Association and the 
owners to work out a reason- 
able solution to the draft situ- 
ation." 


Trope said several clubs in- 


dicated to him that NFL Com- 
missioner Pete Rozelle had 
warned clubs they would be 
fined for tampering with col- 
lege players without a draft. 


"Some clubs have told us 


that their only reluctance is 
that they have received a 
m e m o r a n d u m from Pete 
Rozelle that they would be 
fined," added Trope. "In my 
mind, Pete Rozelle is not act- 
ing within the confines of the 
law. If they try to prevent us 
from signing, I feel there'll be 
a violation of the anti-trust 
law. If we don't get bids on our 
players, we'll go to court. If 
teams don't deal with players 
because of a threat of a fine, 
they'd be in violation of the 
anti-trust laws and the de- 
cision rendered in the Yazoo 
Smith case. 


"Right now what we're look- 


ing for is employment in the 


open market." 


Trope isn't exactly a 


Johnny-come-lately in the 
field 
o'f negotiations. While 


representing Davis two years 
ago, 
Trope turned down an 


offer from the New York Jets, 
who had drafted him, as in- 
adequate and the USC star 
signed with the Southern Cali- 
fornia Sun of the World Foot- 
ball League. 


Davis immediately became 


one of the league's stars but 
when the WFL folded in 1975, 
negotiations with the Jets 
again stalled and Trope took 
his client to Canada, where he 
signed a lucrative contract 
with Toronto of the Canadian 


League. But Davis became 
disenchanted with his role 
there and last month signed a 
3165,000 contract with the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers, who 
obtained rights to him in the 
expansion draft last spring. 


Trope's list of clients last 


season read1 like a who's who in 
college football. He negotiated 
contracts for Archie Griffin, 
the two-time Heisman winner 
from Ohio State, and Chuck 
Muncie, the California star 
who was the first back taken in 
the draft. 


"I go with the philosophy

AIAW to Set Guidelines 
For Recruiting Athletes 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) - Delegates to the women's 


equivalent of the NCAA are expected to decide today 
whether to open up competitive recruiting of high school 
women athletes or prohibit highpressure1 recruiting. 


"There's more than a financial difference between the two 


proposals," said Christine Grant, the chairman of an ad hoc 
recruiting committee for the Association for Intercollegiate 
Athletics for Women and the women's athletic director at 
the University of Iowa. 


Grant's committee says its first option of prohibiting 


recruiting would save money, limit pressure on student 
athletes, force schools to sell programs on reputation and 
create an equitable distribution of talent. 


The benefits of the second plan are the open market 


competition for talent, the adaptability between male and 
female programs and the flexibility of selecting a re- 
cruitment program to match the individual school's 
philosophy and finances. 


"There's a philosophical difference," Grant said. "The 


second option would lead us down a path where we would 
think of the student as a property who performs prescribed 
tasks." 


Sharon King, the student representative on the AIAW's 


executive board, said there should be a limit on recruiting. 


"I don't think we should go head over heels and fall into 


the same problems that men's athletics have," the Univer- 
sity of Georgia student said. "Students don't want to be 
bought and sold. Our main concern is the protection and 
development of the student athlete." 


If subsidization is permitted some sports will have an 


annual 51,000 limit on recruiting and others will have a $670 
limit.

Request Not Linked to Ofer Suicide 
Israeli Pres. Asks New Govt. 


TEL AVIV, hrtd(UPI) - 


Prwident Ephraim Katzir to- 
day formally asked Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin to 
form a new government in a 
ceremony delayed by the dra- 


• malic suicide of an influential 


member of the Israeli cabinet. 


Housing Minister Avraham 


Ofer, 55, shot himself to death 
in his car along a deserted 
beach Monday afternoon in 
the face of a widespread cor- 
ruption 
scandal 
that 
has 


rocked Israel's ruling Labor 
party. 


Kattir asked Rabin to form 


a new cabinet to rule Israel 
until new elections expected 
on May 17. 


"I have just asked Yitzhak 


Rabin if he would try to form 
a new government," Katzir 
said after a 20-minute meeting 
with the prime minister at the 
presidential palace in Jerusa- 
lem. "He answered in the af- 
firmative." 


Political sources said Ofer's 


suicide had no direct bearing 
on Rabin's efforts to form a 
new cabinet, but dealt a seri- 
ous blow to his campaign to 
lead the Labor party in the 
upcoming elections. 


"I have no doubt that the 


truth will come out," he said 
in a suicide note found by his 
body. "I did not embezzle or 
steal. It is all slander and libel. 
But I cannot take it anymore." 


The body was found 


slumped in a white car near 
Tel Aviv's plush seaside sub- 
urb of Herzliya a few hours 
after the prime minister issued 


an emotional appeal to the 
public to prevent turning the 
police investigation of Ofer 
into a witch hunt. 


"Matters of guilt and in- 


nocence are for the legal au- 
thorities to decide," Rabin 
said. "I advise the nation to 
remember this and not to 
jump to conclusions or launch 
a witch hunt." 


Political sources said Ofer's 


suicide is likely to hamper 
Rabin's chances to stay in 
power after resigning two 
weeks ago on the collapse of 
his Labor-led coalition govern- 
ment. 


Diplomatic sources said the 


death of Ofer, one of the lead- 
ing doves in the Labor party, 
would weaken the position of 
moderates in the government 
during possible peace talks to 
end the threedecade-old 
Middle East conflict. 


President Ephraim Katzir 


summoned Rabin Monday to 
ask him to form a caretaker 
government, but called off the 
meeting when news of the sui- 
cide reached him 


Ofer, in his suicide note, 


called on his family to accept 
his act with understanding 
and accused the press of drag- 
ging his name through the 
mud. 


His suicide was the climax of 


a corruption investigation 
sparked by the muckraking 
magazine Haolam Hazeh. In a 
related development, Asher 
Yadlin, Rabin's personal 
choice for governor of the Bank 


of Israel, was indicted last 
month on bribery charges. 


One of the incidents being 


investigated is the alleged mis- 
appropriation of $300,000 in 
funds earmarked for the 
purchase of lands near Jerusa- 
lem from West Bank Arabs. 


Ofer, a key member of the 


Labor party, directed Rabin's 
election campaign in 1974. 
The party leadership dropped 
plans to appoint him as 
Rabin's 1977 election manager 
after the corruption scandal 
broke. 


Ofer came to Israel from 


Poland in 1933. He lived on a 
kibbutz collective settlement 
before entering public service. 
He left a widow and three 
children.

hearts, and everybody fol- 
lows suit. Nothing as yet to 
frighten a fish. It's the next 
trick that makes headlines in 
piscatorial periodicals. 


West leads the queen of 


spades, and if South is a fish 
he cannot resist gobbling up 
that queen of spades. 


That trick is the end of 


South. There are several ways 
for him to continue the play, 
but none of them will bring 
him happiness. 


For exa'mplc, suppose South 


takes two rounds of trumps 
and starts on the diamonds. 
He discards a heart on the 
third diamond, but West ruffs 


and takes two more heart 
tricks now that dummy is out 
of trumps. West gets a trump 
and three hearts. 


MUST NOT GOBBLE 


A bridge player does not 


gobble up that queen of 
spades at the second trick. He 
sees that he must surely lose 
one trump trick but is safe if 
he loses that trick immedi- 
ately. 


Now it is West who cannot 


find happiness If West leads 
another trump, South can 
draw trumps and run the dia 
monds safely. If West, in 
stead, leads hearts, dummy 
can ruff the third heart. Life 
is much easier for the bridge 
player than for the poor fish.

If Steingut is re-elected, he

leader Wednesday. Democrat- 
ic legislative sources indicated 
that Stanley Fink, currently 
chairman of fee Codes Com- 
mittee, was expected to suc- 
ceed Blumenthal. 


Like Steingut, the 40-year- 


old Fink is from Brooklyn. 
Although much importance is 
usually attached to achieving 
a geographic balance among 
the top leaders, the sources 
said this was not expected to 
prevent Fink's selection. 


The sources also said Arthur 


Kremer of Long Beach, chair- 
man of the Committee on Cor- 
porations, Authorities and 
Commissions, was widely ex- 
pected to take over the pow- 
erful Ways and Means panel. 


"It's not a secret that I've 


put my bid in for Ways and 
Means," Kremer said, but he 
maintained he had received no 
commitments from Steingut.

possible selections-for majority 
leader or one of the other top 
posts were Irwin Larides of 
Great Neck, William Passan- 


nante of Manhattan, Daniel 
Walsh of Franklinville and 
Thomas Frey of Rochester.
